“What has.Herr Hitler achieved in the weeks of fight- 
iug on the Eastern front and what are ‘his present plans?

THE BATTLE-FRONT 


“ And now here area few words. 
to describe the present phase of 
the battle, The supreme German 
attempt is still concentrated on 
Leningrad, but fierce fighting con- 
tihues along the whole front. The 
figures of the forces taking part 
is an indication of the ' unprece- 
dented masses that are. engaged, 
but it also shows the truth of the 
inquest held oh the last war. 

“Both von Hindenburg and his 
other generals sald then.that while 
the Germans gained. considerable 
successes In 1914-16, rea] strategic 
victory always eluded their grasp. 
The huge distances involved iin the 
fighting prevented the German 
General Staff from sending suffi- 
cient reinforcements. . 


“It is quite clear that the 
Germans this time are deter- 
mined not to see this story re- 
peated if they can. In spite 
of the concentration on Lenin- 
grad, they have'not weakened 
their forces at any polnt atong 
the whole front.” 


Major Hastings went on to say 
that the extensive mechanisation 
fof modern armies did not, how- 
ever, help to accelerate the trans- 
port of large bodies of ground 
troops. This was particularly ap- 
parent in Russia where there were: 
not natural communications .and 
the difference between 1914 and 
1941 campaigns was therefore very 


great. But the alr forces of today 
had made speed more effective 
than in the last war. , 


CRITICAL WEEKS 


“Reading between the lines,” 
continued Major Hastings, “ the 
Germans themselves seem to doubt 
whether they: can capture Lenin- 
grad, but 1 don’t say that their

With the new Iraqi Government 
we have been able to return to a 
basis of friendly co-operation 
which we propose to follow. The 
Treaty is now belng loyally ob- 
served on both stdes. There are 
stlli dangers in Iraq whith re 
quire attention but cause for no 

+ Major anxiety. 

The Germans’ intrigue with the 
Vichy French in Syria had mean- 
while been in full swing and the 
Vichy French Governor General 
Deniz tn a base and treacherous 
manner was striving his utmost ta 
further German interests, 

Our armies in Greece had been 
evacuated, having lost much 
equipment, 

Our western tront in Cirenatca 
had been beaten in by an ‘neur- 
ston of General von Romme!’s 
German African Corps ang we 
had a revolt in Iraq to suppress. 
Nevertheless we found it pnssible 
in conjunction with the Free 
French, to invade Syria. The Free 
French battalion fought galantly 
in co-operation with our forces 
which ulumately reached the 


equivalent of about four divisions, | 


Australian and Indian troops 
' distinguished themselves reneated- 
ly in action. 


CYPRIS AND LEVANT 


The occupation of Syria by the 
Army of the Nile carried with it 
the means of securing the safety 
of Cyprus and all this part of the 
Levant came into a far more 
satisfactory position 

Our naval and air control over 
the eastern end of the Mediter- 
Tanean became effective and we 
ob.ained direct contact with our 
Turkish friends and control of the 
Pipeline and other resources, 

“We have no ambitions in Syria. 
We do not seek to replace or sup 
plant France or substitute Br 
for French interests in'any part ot 
Syria. We are only in Syria tn 
win. However, 1 must make it 
clear that our policy to which our 
Free French Allies have subserib-. 
ed, 1s that Syria shall be handed 
back to the Syrians who will as- 
sume at the earliest possible mo- 
ment thely independent sovereign 
rights. We do not Propose that 
the process of creating an in- 
dependent. Syrian Government or 
Sovernments shall walt uatil the 


end of the war. We contemplate | 


constantly increasing the Syrians’ 
share in administration. . 

“There is no question of France 
maintaining the same posit on 
which she exercised in Syria be- 
fore the. war’ and which the 
French Government had realised 
must come. to. an’ end. On the 
other hand, we. ‘recognise’ that 
among all European’ nations, the 
Position of France ‘in Syria is one. 
Of special. privilege and -s0 far as 
any European ‘countries have in. 
fiuence ino-Syria, ‘that of France 
will be preminent.’!

“All the widely circulated Ger- 
man boasts that they would be in 
Suez oy the end of May have thus 
proved to he Jn vain, 

“Powerful reinforcements have 
reached the Army of the Nile tn 
the interval and I feel constder- 
able confidence that we shall be 
| able to defeng Egypt successfully 
from a German invasion across 
the Western Desert, Thus the posi- 
tion both on the western and 
eastern flanks of the Nile Valley 
has been greatly improved A 
Marked recovery has been made 
from the unfortunate setback 
coming after the victories over the 
Itallans at the beginning of April. 
Altogether we are entitled to be 
content with these favourable de- 
velopments, Now I turn to a far 
wider field. 

“The magnificent resistance of 
the Russlan armies and the skilful 
manner in which thelr vast front 
ls being withdrawn in the teeth 
of the Nazi invasion makes it cer- 
lain that Hitler's hopes of g short 
war with Russla will be dispelled 
Already in three months, he has 
Jost more German blood than was 
shed In any single year of the 
last war. Already he faces the 
certainty of having to maintain his 
armies on the whole front from the 
Arctic to the Black Sea at the end 
of long, Inadequate. assailed and 
precarious lines of communi-~ 
cation through all the severity of 
the Russian winter with vigorous 
counter-strokeg which May be ex- 
becteg from the Russian Army. 

‘From the moment that Russta 
was attacked, we have cast about 
for every means of giving the most 
speedy and effective help to our 
new ally. »Discusstons.of. military 
brojects which have been ‘examin- 
ed would be harmful. Nor wil it 
be possible arguments on such 
questions, 


URGENT NEED | 


“In the fleld of supply more can 
be sald. I agreeq with President 
Roosevelt upon the message which 
was sent to M. Stalin, The need 
is urgent and the scale is heavy. 
A considerable part of the muni- 
tions and iron and steel production 
of Russia has fallen into enemy 
hands. On the other hand, : the 
Sovict disposes of from 10 to 15 
million soldiers for nearly all of 
whom they have equipment and 
and arms. 

“To aid in the supply of these 
masses to enable them to realise 
thelr long continuing force and to 
organise the operation of their 
supplies will be the task of the 
Anglo-American -'Russian Confer- 
ence, There has been no avoidable 
delay in arranging for thts con- 
ference or in choosing the per- 
sonpne]) of the British Misston. 
Some people speak as though 
nothing was belng done. A study 
of the whole problem has been 
ceaselessly proceeding tn the Unit- 
ed States and here, and we are 
waiting the arrival of the Ameri- 
Can Mission under Mr. Averell 
Harriman which I trust will soon 
be here, ; 


Lord Beaverbrook, who hag al-

whereby we could reach Russia 


DEMANDS ON IRAN 

“We thought it necessary, there 
fore, to ensure that these maching 
tions @id not succeed, According- 
ly we demandeg from the Persia 
Government the immediate expul- 
Sion of thelr Teutonic visitors. We 
must have the surrender into our 
hands of all Germang and Italians 
who are on the premises (Cheers).

‘TWO GERMAN 
SUPPLY VESSELS 
-TORPEDOED 


Seecettal Action Tn 
English Channel 


LONDON, Sept. 10 (Reuter)— 
The torpedoing of two German 
supply ships by British patrols in 
the English Channel on Monday 
night was described in an Ad- 
miralty communique yesterday, 


The two ships, with e strong 


‘escort, were intercepted and in the 


first attack just before midnight 
one of them, a vessel of about 
8,509 tons, was hit by torpectoes 
This ship was certainly badly 
damaged and probably sunk. 


While the enemy convoy was 
being shadowed after the first at 
tack, an engagement took place 
between the British ships and the 
enemy convoy escort, in which 
one E-boat was probably sunk 
and an armed trawler set on fire. 


Shortly afterwards a second at- 
tack was made on the enemy cen- 
voy. In this attack the remain- 
ing supply ship of about 4.000 
tons was torpedoed. There was a 
big explosion and much wreckage 
was Seen thrown into the air. 


WRECKAGE SIGHTED 


That this ship was sunk was 
confirmed by air reconnatssance at 
daylight yesterday morning, when 
the mas’ cf the new wreck and 
much wreckage was sighted. . 

The only casualties suffered py 
the British ships during these 
operations were four wounded.
